THEY FELT THAT IF THE ALLIES COULD GET A SPECIFIC DATE IN THE 
SEPTEMBER/ OCTOBER FRAMEWORK BY SACRIFICING THE TERM " BALANCED," 
THEN THE SACRIFICE SHULD BE MADE. HE SOLICITED THE VIEWS OF
